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1. REQUEST YOU CLOSELY EOLLOW, WITH CONSULTATIONS AS NECES- 
SARY, POSITION OE HOST GOVERNMENT TOWARD APPROVAL OF DRAET 
AGREED MINUTE AT UPCOMING MARCH 25 PARIS CLUB MEETING AND 
ADVISE OF ANY SIGNIEICANT DEVELOPMENTS. 

2. WHILE TERMS OE DRAET MINUTE ARE LESS LIBERAL THAN WE HAD 
DESIRED, USG WILL SUPPORT APPROVAL OP AGREED MINUTE WITHOUT 
ALTERATION AT UPCOMING SESSION. 

3. THE 80/20 PERCENT RESCHEDULING PORMULA ADOPTED BY THE 
CREDITORS WAS PROPOSED BY GERMANY, IN VARYING DEGREES SUP- 
PORTED BY MOST CREDITORS. NO PROBLEMS FORESEEN WITH SPAIN 
AND CANADA, WHICH ALONG WITH THE U.S. PAVORED MORE LIBERAL 
RESCHEDULING TERMS POR CHILE. ALSO NO DIFPICULTIES ANTICI- 
PATED WITH JAPAN AND SWITZERLAND- 

4. FRANCE IS POTENTIAL SOURCE OP TROUBLE. FRANCE AGREED TO 
80/20 WITHOUT RESERVATIONS, BUT AGREED VERY RELUCTANTLY TO 
BROADEN RESCHEDULING AVERAGE TO INCLUDE OBLIGATIONS INCURRED 
BY CHILE BETWEEN JANUARY I, 1971 AND DECEMBER 31, 1973. 

THUS, FRANCE MAY BE TEMPTED TO SEEK REVERSAL OF THIS PROVI- 
SION IN DRAFT AT FORTHCOMING MEETING. 

5. COUNTRIES WHERE PROBLEMS MORE LIKELY TO OCCUR ARE 
SWEDEN, BELGIUM, NETHERLANDS, AND DENMARK SINCE REPRESENTA- 
TIVES AT FEBRUARY 21-23 MEETING WERE UNABLE TO COMMIT GOV- 
ERNMENTS TO THE DRAET. SWEDEN SEEMED TO BE TROUBLED BY 
80/20 PERCENT PORMULA AND PREFERRED ONE CLOSER TO 70/30 
PERCENT FORMULA OF APRIL 1972 ACCORD. ALTHOUGH SPOKESMAN 
INDICATED HE WOULD RECOMMEND CONSIDERATION OF FINAL DRAFT, 
SWEDEN MIGHT REQUEST MORE STRINGENT TERMS AT MARCH 25 SES- 
SION. BELGIUM, NETHERLANDS, AND DENMARK SEEMED TO HAVE NO 
TECHNICAL PROBLEMS WITH PROVISIONS OF DRAFT AND DENMARK AT 
ONE POINT INDICATED WILLINGNESS ACCEPT 90/10 PERCENT PORMU- 
LA. DENMARK AND BELGIUM STATED THEIR LACK OF INSTRUCTIONS 
AT FEBRUARY 21-23 SESSION RESULTED PROM ABSENCE OP PRIOR 
CONSULTATIONS WITH CHILEANS. NETHERLANDS OPENLY EXPRESSED 
ITS CONCERN OVER HUMAN RIGHTS, PROPOSING (UNSUCCESSFULLY) 

THAT LANGUAGE ON HUMAN RIGHTS ISSUE BE INCLUDED IN THE 
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AGREED MINUTE. NETHERLANDS MAY RAISE HUMAN RIGHTS ISSUE 
AGAIN AT THE MARCH 25 SESSION. KISSINGER 
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
